sires. 
lr is part of the unnatural conditions of our school life that showing off— 
fniotior.nl self consciousness, rivalry and display—meets with no adequate 
treat: a' 
dost of America, where tin* school system is most expanded, we 
hear fmui f roignors the accusation of inordinate display and vainglory. For 
this vc ran see the evidence on every hand in the -unis expended and the 
trcubl taken in efforts which seem to la* intended for others, but winc h nev­ 
ertheless fail to please. Pictures, e. g., arc hung upon tin* walls not because 
their aesthetic values nu* felt by the owners, but for the sake of the effect 
in be produced upon others. This effect, too, is not the pleasure which it 
elicit Ie thoughtfully supposed some one who had a better appreciation of 
pictures than the owner might bo expected to enjoy. 
Not so. Such an iu- 
liridual had better keep silent or look askance if he should experience any 


esthetic delight or he may himself be supposed to be showing off his knowl­ 
edge of art and actually turning the table** on his host. 
For the most part, 
However, there is no ap h etic delight to be* obtain* d. No on** is really deceived 
since every one is doing the same thing. 
The pictures are not meant to 
oeunderstood cr felt. Like totem poles, they are merely a sign of importance, 
anally barbarous and really more void of interest. 
In the poorer quarters of Chicago may frequently bi* seen a simple altar 
to this familiar god. In the window next the street is a little table on which 
s arranged a group of articles. 
Some ti ufos there is an expensive book, on 
lop of which stands a piece of statuary, or a gilt framed photograph stolidly 
stares on the passerby. 
With examples like these among adults it is small wonder that children 
abo learn to be selfish, one sided aud solitary in the gratification of what 
should be a social pleasure. 
Further than this, adults also quite frequently train children in empty self 
aggrandisement. 
One of my correspondents writes: “I remember the 
case of a little girl, un only child, about J years old. who took great delight in 
using large words. 
The parents constantly repeated the things sin* said to 


visitors 
in her presence. 
The chil I would often say something to her 
motlier and being praised for it, repeat it to others at the first opportunity. 
lf they d id not notice it, she would become very ranch disappointed ami* 
Minotirues angry.” 
Sometimes after such treatment a collapse ensues. For example, another 
correspondent writes: “From the age of 2 to 7 years I was constantly shown 
off by my parents until at the age of 9 or IO I became very timid and shy. 
I could not bear to be looked at nor even be iii tin* room with strangers.” 
What has engrossed or enslaved the attention of til*' child is often imitated, 
partly, no doubt, in order to get tile inner possibility of the observed experi-, 
UK?, lait also for the purpose of enslaving the attention of others. 
“When 
$ years old,” says one young lady, “I had a peculiar form of trowing off. 
Every time I went on the street cars I used to pretend that I had St. Vitus’ 
dance. I used to twitch and contort my features and wriggle so that people 
Aid not like to sit beside me.” Says another, “When I was a child, I had the 
habit of walking lame, so as to cause people to look at me.” 
•Similar to these is the follow’big: “When I was about 15, I had a great 
desire to be taken for an idiot. I would walk on the streets with a vacant look, 
give meaningless answers to questions, etc. Later on, about 17, I desired to be 
taken for a stoic, aud no grief or vexation could disturb the strong compo­ 
l e of my countenance. 
Even now I like to appear unaffected by w’hat is 
going on around mo,” 
It is evident from this that there is a kind of display which consists in pur­ 
posely making no display. 
Wbsen of the University of Chicago recently shows that showing off is 
“ghly characteristic of savage life and that this is because savage life as dis­ 
tinguished from civilized life is centered around short periods of strain 
rather than lengthy and more productive efforts. 
To convince the tribe 
ny some tour de force of the capacity to do something rather than patiently 
to devote oneself to the service of a lifetime is w’hat wins in such circum­ 
stances, both for the individual and the tribe. 
The showy man thus came to 
“ave a survival value, which accounts for his undue persistence in modern 
industrial conditions. 
But a wider biological view Indicates that showing off dates back much fur­ 
ler than the origin of humanity. Perhaps the best part of the mental life of 
** lower animals is expressed by the efforts at psychic interpenetration 
spring from admiration aud display. At the mating period this is espe- 
• dirked. Sometimes, as with the prairie chicken, this showing off is 
■plated by distinct social observances.

the rock the birds form a circle around a bare piece of rock, on w’hich 
tbe birds begins a dance, displaying all his finest feathers aud most 
amatic movements.

The refusal to appreciate may bo as solitary and selfish as any­ 
thing else, ‘'oldness or pride is a constant correlative of showing off or van­ 
ity. As fo’ is of meanness there is little to choose between them. 
Neither 
exists any h e get* when tin* instincts that give rise to them are brought Int i 
full and natural interplay. 
Iii such circumstances the admired and the ad­ 
mirer are each necessary to tho other and together succeed in producing mu­ 
tual happiness.

b t of America, where the school system is most expanded, we 
hmr from f rcigners the accusation of inordinate display and vainglory. For 
•his vc- can see the evidence on every hand In the .-nuts expended and the 
nvubh taken iii efforts which seem to he intended for others, but which nev­ 
ertheless fail to please. Pictures, e. g., are hung upon the walls not because 
their a sthctie values are felt by the owners, hut for the sake of the effect 
in bo produced upon others. 
This effect, too, is not the pleasure which it 
might ie thoughtfully supposed some one who had a better appreciation of 
pictures than tlie owner might bo expected to enjoy. 
Not so. 
Such un iu- 
jjvidual had better keep silent or look askance if lie should experience any 
photic delight or he may himself be supposed lo be showing off his knowl­ 
edge of art aud actually turning the tables on his host. 
For the most part, 
However, there is no aesthetic delight to lie obtain! d. No one is really deceived 
dace every one is doing the same thing. 
The pictures are not meant to 
De understood or felt. Like totem poles, they are merely a sign of importance, 
equally barbarous and really more void of interest. 
Iii the poorer quarters of Chicago may frequently be seen a simple altar 
to this familiar god. 
In the window next the street is a little table on which 
is arranged a group of articles. 
Sometimes there is an expensive book, on 
top of which stands a piece of statuary, or a gilt framed photograph stolidly 
stares on the passerby. 
With examples like these among adults it is small wonder that children 
abo learn to he selfish, one sided aud solitary in the gratification of what 
should be a social pleasure. 
Further than tins. adults also quite frequently train children iii empty self 
sggrandizonient. 
One of my correspondents writes: “I remember the 
c3se of u little girl, an only child, about A years old, who took great delight in 
using large words. 
The parents constantly repeated the things she said to 


visitors in her presence. 
The chil I would often say something to her 
mother and. being praised for it, repeat it to others at the first opportunity. 
lf they did not notice it, she would become very much disappointed and* 
sometimes angry.” 
Sometimes after such treatm ent a collapse ensues. For example, another 
correspondent writes: ‘‘From the* age of 2 to 7 years I was constantly shown 
off by my parents until at the age of 9 or IO I became very timid and shy. 
I could not bear to be looked at nor even be in the room with strangers.” 
What has engrossed or enslaved the attention of the child is often imitated, 
partly, no doubt, in order to get the inner possibility of the observed experi­ 
ence, but also for the purpose of enslaving the attention of others. 
“When 
£ years old.” says one young lady, “I had a peculiar form of R ow ing off. 
Every time I went on the street cars I used to pretend that I had St. Vitus’ 
dance. I used to twitch and contort my features arid wriggle so that people 
did not like to sit beside me.” Says another, “When I was a child, I had the 
habit of walking lame, so as to cause people to look at me.” 
Similar to these is the following: “When I was about 15, I had a great 
desire to be taken for an idiot. I would walk on the streets with a vacant look, 
five meaningless answers to questions, etc. Later on, about 17, I desired to be1 
taken for a stoic, aud no grief or vexation could disturb the strong compo­ 
sure of my countenance. 
Even now I like to appear unaffected by w hat is 
foing on around mo.” 
It is evident from this th at there is a kind of display which consists in pur­ 
posely making no display. 
'ebsen of the University of Chicago recently shows th at showing off is 
hifhly characteristic of savage life and that this is because savage life as dis­ 
tinguished from civilized life is centered around short periods of strain 
rather than lengthy and more productive efforts. 
To convince the tribe 
by some tour de force of the capacity to do something rather tb’an patiently 
to devote oneself to the service of a lifetime is w hat wins in such circum­ 
stances, both for the individual and the tribe. 
The showy man thus came to 
‘a'e a survival value, which accounts for his undue persistence in modern 
industrial conditions. 
but a wider biological view indicates that showing off dates back much fur­ 
ler than the origin of hum anity. Perhaps the best part of the mental life of 
‘ !ower animals is expressed by the efforts at psychic interpenetration 
wuicb spring from admiration and display.

Philadelphia, Feb. 5.—-The pension 
dep artment of the Pennsylvania Rail­ 
road company has prepared interest­ 
ing data showing the results of oper­ 
ation thereof dur ing the two years of 
its existence. 
It is in part:

statistics of the d« pnrtmont, 
compiled as of Dee. 31, 1901, indicate 
that there are authorized to be paid 
to retired employes during the year 
1901, allowance s 
aggregating $292,- 
290.20, and this, added to the allow­ 
ances paid during 1900, shows a total 
of $536,310.17 for the two years of 
the department’s existence, which ex­ 
penditures were borne entirely by the ; 
companies associated in the a d m ira ­ 
tion of the department being provid­ 
ed for by an annual appropriation of 
$300,000, and 
does not Include the 
amounts incurred in the operation of 
the department. 
Since the inception of the depart­ 
ment 1,574 employes have been re­ 
tin a and granted pension allowance.?, 
of which number 217 have, to Dec. 31, 
1902, died. 
Of the total number 
re­ 
tired, 248 we re of the 65 to 70-year 
cl a sa, 143 in 1900 and 105 in 1501.

these so relieved from active duty, 
the request* originating from the em­ 
ployes were four to every one eman­ 
ating from the employing officer.
